A woman once said to me, 
before she knew I professed hol- 
iness, “I have no use for holi- 
ness people ;they make too much 
noise.” I told her that people 
could go to ball games, and yell 
until they were hoarse, pound 
on the seats with pop bottles 
and end with a fight, and it 
seemed perfectly all right to 
them, but if we get happy in 
our souls, and shout, and say, 
“Glory to God, Hallelujah!” they 
say we are crazy, but they said 
Jesus was crazy. Mark 3:21. 
“And when his friends heard of 
it they went out to lay hold 
on him; for they said, He is 
beside himself.” Also in John 10: 
20. “Many of them = said, 
He hath a devil, andis mad; 
why hear ye him?” 

So if they said Jesus was 
crazy, we can only say, “Glory 
hallelujah!” when they say we 
are crazy or make too much 
noise. 

To be holy means to be per- 
fectly pure. The devil has been 
making people believe that it is 
impossible to be holy, but God 


does not require anything of us’ 


that is impossible, so if it was 
an impossibility ,to live holy, 
God would never have required 
‘it of us. 

Luke 1:74,75. “That he would 
grant unto us, that we being 
delivered out of the hand of our 
enemies might serve him with- 
out fear, In holiness and right- 
eousness before him all the days 
of our life.” 

These are the words of Zach- 
arias at the circumcision of his 
child, (John the Baptist) at 
eight days old, which was a 
Jewish rite. 

Zacharias had been dumb for 
about one year, and when the 
child was to be named, they 
wanted to name him after his 
father, but his mother said his 
name was John, and they all 
marveled. Then they made signs 
to Zacharias, asking what he 
would have him called. He 
asked for a writing table and 
wrote saying, His name is John, 
and his tongue was loosed im- 


. Mediately and he was filled with 


the Holy Ghost and prophesied. 
So it was God speaking through 
the third person in the Trinity, 
and said, “That he would 
grant unto us, that we 
being delivered out of the hand 
of our enemies, might serve ‘him 
without fear, in holiness, and 
righteousness before him all the 
days of our life.” 

Notice, God says He will grant 
it unto us. Webster says, grant 
means, to give, to bestow. So 
any misunder- 
standing about this Scripture, 
for God says in plain words that 
He will grant unto us, or give us 


the power to live holy, and 
righteous all the days of our 
life. 

Heb. 12:14. “Follow peace 


with all men and Holiness with- 
out which no man shall see the 


* Lord.” , 


This Scripture is plain and 
positive, if we don’t follow 
peace and holiness, we need 
never expect to enter the por- 
If we don’t live 
holy we need never expect_to 


go to the marriage supper in: 


the air, or at the great white 
throne judgment expect to 
find our names in the book of 
life, but we will be cast into the 
lake of fire and _ brimstone, 
there to burn forever and ever. 
We read in Eph. 4:21,22.“If so 
be ye have heard him, and have 
been taught by him as the truth 
is in Christ Jesus.” Or in other 
words, if you have been justi- 
fied, God for Christ sake has 
forgiven your sins, you claim to 
be a child of God and have 
had a real experience with God, 
then He says to “put. . off con- 


cerning the former conversa- 
tion the old man.” Your 
former conversation was not 
pure, you took God’s name in 
vain, you told smutty stories, 
you told lies, you had filthy 
habits. Paul in 2 Cor. 7:1 
says, “Let uscleanse ourselves 
from ALL filthiness of the flesh, 
and spirit, perfecting holiness in 
the fear of God.” 

Webster’s definition to the 
word holy is, perfectly pure, 
divine; hallowed. How are you 
going to be perfectly pure, which 
God says he will grant unto us 
the power to be, if you persist 





in holding on to your dirty, 
filthy habits that you had before 
you claimed to be saved? 

Eph. 4:22-25 says “Which is 
corrupt according to the deceit- 
ful lusts. And be renewed in the 
spirit of your mind. And that 
ye put on’ the new man, which 
after God is created in right- 
eousness and true _ holiness. 
Wherefore putting away lying, 
speak every man truth with his 
neighbor; for we are members 
.one of another.” 

So you can’t be holy, and 
continue to do the things that 
you did before you claimed to 
be saved, such as lying, steal- 
ing, using tobacco, or giving 
over to any other deceitful lust 
| of the flesh, and God’s Word 
| says, “without holiness n@ man 
shall see the Lord.” Brother, 
sister, if you are not living per- 
fectly pure, you had better get 
down On your knees, and cry 
mightily unto God to cleanse 
you, and sanctify you and take 
all the carnality out of your 
heart, then you can live perfect- 
ly pure before God. ; 

2 Tim. 1:7-9 “For God hath 
not given us a spirit of fear, but 
of power, and of love, and of a 
sound mind. Be not thou there- 
fore ashamed of the testimony 
of our Lord, nor of me his pris- 
oner; but be thou partaker of 
the afflictions of the gospel ac- 
cording to the power of God. 
Who hath saved us and called 
us with an holy calling.” 


Every person that God for 
Christ sake has forgiven their 
sins, he has called to a holy life, 
or commanded to live holy, 
and if they do not do that, they 
need never expect to meet 
God in peace.The great majority 
of people believe and teach that 
it is impossible to live above 
sin, or a holy life. Paul here 
calls them holy brethren, and if 
they were holy, then we can be 
holy, not of ourselves, but 
through God dwelling in us. 
Romans 1:7. “To all that be in 
Rome, beloved of God called 
to be saints.” Who is a 
saint? Some people say a saint 
is the spirit of a just man made 
perfect. Webster says a_sanc- 
tified person; one eminent for 
piety and virtue, any true Chris- 
tian redeemed and consecrated 
to God. 

Therefore a saint must be a 
person that has power with God 
in prayer, one that is able to 
overcome sin, Satan, and the 
world, for His saints are ‘to be 
“kings and priests unto God.” 
Rev. 1:6. 

Romans 6:19-22, “I speak 
after the manner of men, be- 
cause of the infirmities of your 
flesh: for as ye have ‘yielded 
your members to. uncleanness 
and to iniquity unto iniquity, 
even so now yield your members 
servants to rightousness unto 
holiness. For when ye were ser- 
vants of sin, ye were free 
from righteousnss,,,. What fruit 
had ye then in those things 
whereof ye are now ashamed? 


for the end of!*jose things 
is death. But “now being 
made free from. sin, and 





become the servants of God, 





ye have your fruit unto 
holiness, and the end everlast- 
ing life.” 

The apostle Paul here makes 
it plain that to obtain everlast- 
ing life we must live a holy life 
here. 

1 Thess. 3:12, 13 “And the 
Lord make you to increase and 
abound in love one toward an- 
other, and toward all men, even 
as we do toward you: To 
the end he may stablish your 
hearts unblameable  in_ holi- 
ness before God, even our 
Father, at the coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, with all his 
saints.” Here Paul is making a 
prayer that the Lord may make 
us to increase and abound in 
love one toward another, that 
Godthe Father may establish 
our hearts unblameable in holi- 
ness, at the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ with all His saints. 

1 Tim. 2:14. “And Adam was 
not deceived, but the woman 
being deceived was in the trans- 
gression. Notwithstanding she 
shall be saved in childbearing, 
if they continue in faith, and 
charity, and holiness with sob- 
riety.” 

Here Paul tells how the 
woman can be saved and one 
of the conditions is “continue in 
holiness.” Titus 2:3. “The aged 
women likewise, that they be in 
behavior as becometh holiness,” 
so this makes it imperative that 
all shall live holy if we expect 
to obtain the prize. Heb. 12:10. 
“Ror they verily for a few'days 
chastened us after their own 
pleasure; but he for our profit, 
that we might be partakers of 
his holiness.” 

Here Paul is telling us how 


our fathers in the flesh chastise 
us when we are disobedient to 
them, but God chastises that we 
might be partakers of his holi- 
ness. 

Lev. 11:44, 45. “For I am the 
Lord your God: ye shall there- 
fore sanctify yourselves, and ye 
shall be holy, for I am holy.” 

Here God tells us that we 
SHALL sanctify ourselves, and 
we SHALL be HOLY. This is 
an imperative command from 
God, and if we do not obey His 
command, we need never ex- 
pect to meet Him in peace. 


“For I am the Lord your God 
that bringeth you up out of 
Egypt to be your God, ye 
shall be holy for I am 
holy.” This is another im- 
perative command to be 
holy. Eph. 1:4. “According 
as he hath chosen us in him 
before the foundation of the 
world, that we should be holy, 
and without blame before him in 
love.” 

Yes, God had chosen us before 
the foundation of the world, to 
live holy and blameless before 
him, in love—to live above sin. 

1 Peter 1:15. “But as he which 
hath called you is holy, so be 
ye holy in all manner of con- 
versation.” 

Here Peter is writing to stran- 


ing, the One who suffered and 
died for us on Calvary, has com- 
manded us to live absolutely 
without sin; godly; pious; irre- 
proachable; guiltless; accept- 
table to God. “Without holi- 
ness no man shall see the Lord.”

His reply was, “Mister, the first 
time I joined, it made me feel 
so happy, I said I never would 
miss another opportunity of 
joining the Church.” Well, I am 
sure we all feel good about it, 
especially those of us who are 
on the line. 


Now let us prepare ourselves 
to work for the Lord. Be- 
fore I close this little message, 
I would like to drop a little note 
in regard to the Church of 
God Bible School, as this is a 
good place to prepare for fish- 
ing. O, praise the Lord for the 
privilege of being here: and I 
believe we have the best teach- 
ers that could be found any- 
where, who are Brother Ellis 
and Sister Chambers. If we do 
as our instructors tell us, I am 
sure each one of us will be an 
ideal fisherman by the time we 
get out of school. Many times 
when the days are dreary, and 
the clouds are hanging heavily 
overhead, the sun still shines 
in the schoolroom, thank the 
Lord. He very often blesses us 
as we are reciting our lessons. 
I would advise everyone who 
is intending to enter service for 
the Lord, to come to the Bible 
School. You are welcome. I 
am sure that Brother Ellis will 
take an interest in you, and 
aid you in every way that is in 
his power: he is a man of God.
